Exports 


U.S.  exports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  for  February  1979 
totaled  $289  million,  54  percent  above  those  of  February  1978.  Higher 
unit  values  were  again  the  major  contributing  factor  for  the  increase; 
however,  gains  were  also  made  in  the  volume  of  beef,  tallow,  and 
slaughter  cattle  shipped. 


Imports 

U.S.  imports  of  livestock,  meat,  and  meat  products  also  gained  on  a 
value  basis,  with  entries  for  February  totaling  $272  million,  42  percent 
higher  than  those  in  February  1978.     The  increase  resulted  from  volume 
gains  for  boneless  beef,  canned  corned  beef,  and  live  hogs  combined 
with  unit  values  above  those  of  February  1978.
